Don’t let any one of us lose it, 
because America is the one place 
in the world where people have 
it!” urged Sara Berzon. The Up- 
silon Gamma Chi in its regular 
meeting last Tuesday was -as- 
tounded at such passion in one 
so young. As one girl, they sat 
up and listened attentively as the 
exotic voice went on to say, in 
effect: 

‘With Europe \in flames, Amer- 
ica is the greatest country in the 
world, where men. can _ hope, 
work, think, and build. We must 
keep faith with Democracy. Be- 
ware of propaganda which aims 
to destroy our national unity by 
preaching group hatred. Be pre- 
pared to answer as a true Amer- 
ican to these destroyers.
